The  following  picture  of  the 
deplorable  situation  of  the  Spanish  moo 
erchr,  Ift  copied  from  the  Lbodo*  Timet 
df  the  9th  or  June.  The  information 
dented  by  the  editor  of  that  piper 
(hem  e correspondent  it  Madrid ; end  if] 
the  one  half  of  it  be  true,  we  mutt  eup-  ] 
peae  the  Spanjsh  {joternmeut  on  the  point 
of  dissolution.  Though  wfc  hsvegiven 
foreign  dates  smooth  k tot, yet  we  think 
this  article  cannot  fail  to  be  read  whhio- 
tercet. 

■ Madrid,  May  21. 
The  political  and  financial  situation  of 
Spqhi  n to  embarrassed,  that  unless  it 
were  observed  on  the  spot,  no  idea  could 


ere*  was  published, had’nM  y'et  Wen] 
put  in  execution*  One  mar  judge 
the  deeoiate  atate  of  the  maritime  eom 
merer,  in  a country  where  there  exists 
no  insurant*  office  for  cases 
de  not  arrive  at  thelf  destination,  and 
' r a government  which  has  neve 
any  return  for  ha  unjust  gain. 
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Tho  following  h another  tralt»  which 
it  not  less  remarkable  than  the  preced- 
ing : — Some  agriculturists  of  Biscay 
had,  by  virtue  of  a 
ed  coin  ; they  proteste 
he  minister's  demand  < 
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complete  a conception  of  it  at  possible, 
by  collecting  together  the  detached  fea- 
tures of  the  general  picture. 

Wncn  we  beard  of  the  convocation  ofj 
• congress  of  thr  allied  sovereigns  at  Aix- 
la-Cb  ipellc,  the  king  testified  his  desire 
to  attend  it— He  received  no  satisfaction 
on  the  poiot  from  the  cabinet  to  which 
his  embassadors  communicated  his  in* 
tention.  The  cabinet  of  Vienna  was  the 
first  which  showed  an  opposition  to  this 
design,  and  England  and  Prusuu  after* 
•Vards  answered  to  the  same  purport.—* 
As  the  opinion  of  the  court  of  R uaaia  ad- 
mitted of  no  doubt,  k was  necessary  to 
renounce  thia  journey.  The  Spanish 
ministry  showed  themselves  the  more 
dissatisfied  on  the  occasion,  as  they  ex- 
pected from  this  rapproachraent  an  ame- 
lioration in  the  external  rclationa  of  the 
kingdom,  which  their  own  exclusive  ef- 
forts do  not  permit  them  to  expect. 

It  is  not  to  be  inferred  from  this  that 
the  boldest  projects  are  not  atil!  hatched 
hero— Thus,  with  the  minster  of  war, 
they  still  talk  of  the  re-capture  of  Bue- 
noa  Avrcs,  and  the  occupation  of  Monte 
Viedo.  It  is  said  that  M.  Pizarro  has 
drawn  up  a manifesto,  which  he  is  about 
to  have  translated  into  all  languages,  fur 
the  purpose  ol  being  distributed  over 
Europe,  to  expose  those  causes  of  com- 
plaint an  the  part  of  Spain  which  justify 
her  in  taking  up  arms  against  Portugal 
If  a manifesto  was  the  only  necessary  re- 
quisite for  conducting  a war,  a war 
might  take  place ; but  as  money  or  cre- 
dit may  likewise  ho  required,  the  world 


may  rest  assured (fiat  the  hostile  projects 
of  the  Spanish  government  will  long  re- 
main  in  the  imagination  of  those  who 
have  dreampt  them. 

To  be  convinced  of  this  we  have  only 
to  cast  our  eyes  on  the  financial  situation 
of  the  kingdom.  It  is  such,  that  if  one 
were  to  describe  it  in  general  terms,  he 
might  be  charged  with  exaggeration ; 
but  here  the  proofs  are  striking— -they 
rest  on  facta  publicly  known— it  is  only 
necessary  to  tnumcrate  them. 

The  system  of  M.  Garay,  which  ap- 
peared so  sounding  in  theory,  has  crum- 
bled Into  dust  before  the  difficulties  of 
its  execution,  All  the  resources  of  tax- 
ation are  exhausted,  and  it  is  certain  that 
the  half  of  the  taxes  imposed  have  not 
been  levied.  The  impossibility  of  raising 
them  is  so  great,  that  the  minister  has 
flinched  from'  the  rigorous  measures 
which  had  been  begun  to  he  employed. 
Every  wlifte  are  complaints  heard— ev- 
ery distress  dhows  itaelf  in  a most  hide- 
ous aspect.  All  the  public  coffers  are 
empty.  The  army  has  not  received  its 
pay  for  three  years,  and  the  officers  of 
the  civil  administration  have  not  touched 
the  8th  part  of  their  salaries.  There  has 
been  witnessed  at  Madrid,  officers  and 
civil  servants  of  the  public  begging  alms, 
and  the  provinces  have  even  suffered 
more  than  the  capital. 

At  Seville  a regiment  was  in  want  of 
every  thing,  and  the  officers  were  redu- 
ced to  the  state  of  begging  a dinner  in 
the  convents.  In  fine,  their  situation  be- 
coming intolerable,  the  colonel,  M. 
D’Oni.  II,  waited  with  his  staff'  on  the 
captain  general  of  the  prov  ince,  to  de- 
mand a part  of  their  pay  on  account. 
As  there  were  no  public  funds,  M.  D’O- 
nicll  lent  from  his  own  private  hinds  all 
that  he  could  dispose  of;  and  now  in- 
stead of  paying  his  advances,  they  are 
Sttempting  to  find  fault  with  the  step 
which  hetodk.

Thr  capture  of  Pensacola  by  stortu  is 
generally  credited  by  the  best  informed 
American  merchants  in  the  city.
